Edmonton has had its professional baseball nines and for the most 


part the men behind the different teams were “left holding the bag” at 
the end of practically every season. 

It has always been said in Edmonton that the followers of baseball 
games far out-numbered those supporting football. It is very question- 
able, indeed, whether the proposition will be as “rosy” as the support- 
cers of it believe. 

The latest venture calls for two teams in Edmonton, Calgary and 
Medicine Hat. This will, naturally, make a six team loop. Each city 
would be assured of a game each week and as our friend insisted, in 
terest in the game would be kept at a high pitch all through the sea- 
son. 

We have lots of players in this city, whose ambition, we are told, 
run in this direction and there would be no great difficulty in getting 
good talent to come in if such an inducement could be held out, 

The best players in the city, providing they can be signed on the 
dotted line, are sufficiently good to warrant their receiving some re- 
numeration for time lost tn work, and other expenses, if the necessary 
fund could be got together to start the leacue. 

The proposition ag worked out on paper, may be a splendid one, 
but the promoters should ask themselves whether or not the people 
of this city are educated in soccer football to warrant the capectation 
of sufficiently big gates to pay expenscs 

The returns for the outstanding matches played in the city, are not 
of the best, and to expect big gates, with the opposition of the base- 
ball park during the best part of the scason—well, it is a worthy ques- 
tion for the promoters to at least think about. 

Let examine the returns which could be expected. The touring 
English all-star team drew the biggest crowd in this city, and that 
crowd numbered around 2,000—in a city of nearly 70,000 population. 
Allowing that this number could be got together every week. and a 
gate charge of 50 cents made it would net around $1,000 per game. 

The gates in the first division league amounted to something like 
$350 to $400, with a charge of 25 conts, The final for the Bennett 
shield, when the Callies bronght Michel to this city, netted less than 
$300—at 50 cents per admittance. 

On the other hand—the expense of taking a team to Calgary pay- 
ing railway fair and incidentals (there usually are plenty of the latter) 
costs over $250 and to Medicine Hat would le that much more with 
hotel bills added thereto.
